Republican interviewed a coal operator as 
follows: ‘“*You look fora big run this fall? 
Ans.—Yes: the miners wililikelv cet four 
cents, and as Cwalis in great demind below, 
I look fora beavier output than the mines in 
this valley have ever known in One season. 
Every coal operator has the same idea. and 
has taken advantage of the dry spell to put the 
mines inside and outside in good order. . Is 
there no danger ofthe market being over- 
stocked?” Ans.—I think not. You see the 
demand for coal below is increasing. Inthe 
first placethereis as much coal usedin and 
abcut Pittsburg as there is sent below. The 
active manufacturing interests of Pittsburg 
now consumes at least one-half 
all of ourcoal. This has never before been 
true tillpow. In the next place, the opening 
up of manufacturing interests in Cincinnati 
adds to the demand, and they use coal now 
aimost exclusively. A few years ago it was 
not uncommon to see long trains of wagons 
wending into Cincinnati, loaded with wood; 
now you see none. Coalis hauled even into 
the towns adjacent, for it is now cheaper than 
wood. One Joad of coal has as much heating 
power as five loads of wood. Then the buiia- 
ing up ofthe big factories all over interior 
Ohio makes a demand for.coal, which goes by 
rail from Cincinnati to Dayton, Hamilton, 
etc., from North Bend and Madison to interior 
Indiana, and so our river coal goes out to those 
manufacturing towns, which formerly used 
wood for fuel.

Mouth of Red River. 
From the New Orleans Democrat. 


Major Benyaurd suggests that tne way to 
open the Red River is by dredging out its old 
cuurse, 80 as to conduct it into the Mississip- 
pi above Turnbull’s Island, and by a tumbling 
or sill dam on the Atchafalava, to arrest 
the driftof the Red River into that stream 
apd restoJe its navigability. The suggestion 
is not an original one, but-that makes bo ma- 
terial difference, if be only makes a more suc- 
cessful «ffort to follow it up than he didin 
keeping the river open. In a recent number 
of the Marine Journal Willis Daniels suggests 
the building ofa jetiv,so us to throw the 
current into Spanish Lake. Then cut a canal 
or outlet from the lake into Old River, about 
two miles from its mouth, thus giving a 
straivht flow to the Mississippi. ‘Then build 
a jetty from the foot of the isiund on the low- 
er side to the main land, thus preventing the 
water srom going down the island on the 
Atchafalaya side, and consequeatly into the 
Atchafalaya. Capt. Wm. Smith gives it as 
his opinion that the most practical way is to 
open the Concordia; the distance across is 
about four miles and the fall nine feet. This 
bayou was open for many years and naviga- 
ble the whole vear round. It was used fora 
long time by the kee! and bargemen in pref- 
erence to the route by Old River. Capt. 
Smith’s plan is to build a daminu Red River 
below the mouth of the bayou, throwing the 
water direct into the bayou. Very little 
dredging will be required, and good navi- 
gation will thus’be assured all tne year 
round .

*CHANGE NOTES. 


Increased Commissions—Damage to Corn— 
Lhe Cotton Crop. 


The last report of the Agricultural Bure on 
the concition of the cottvn crop fell very flat in 
New York, exciting no enthusiasm in the bulls 
and failing to scare the bears. 

David Dows & Co, of Chicago, in their 
Jatest circular, say thev hear of considerable 
complaint, more particularly in Illinois, of 
damage to the corn standing in the fields, and 
also that which is in the shock, from the con- 
tinued rainy weather, and more particularly 
on account of its being warm. This damage 
extends up into Wisconsin. 

The Post DISPATCH was in error Saturday in 
stating thetan attempt was being made Dy 
certain firmsto advance the commissions on 
sales of consizned grains to this market above 
the cormmission charged elsewhere—in Chicago 
ard other points. It is only proposed to place 
them relatively on the sme footing 
asthe commission charges in Chicago, Which 
is St. Louis’ strongest competitor. There the 
Bourd of Trade lately adopted anew scale of 
commissions, and madeit obligatory on the 
members to charge the new rates under a 
penalty of suspension or expulsion. With the 
competition there has been and is row in this 
market among the commissiom merchants, 
their charges on sales of casbgrain, and also 
_of futures have been cut down toa mifiimum, 
and really do not near pay for the risk the 
“merchants assume in advancing money on 
consignment and bandling the grain when re- 
ceived. The besttfirms in this market have 
this matter in hand,§and probably will soon 
bring it before the airectory and the members 
of the Exchange for decisive action. 

The London Miller of October 3 gives the 
supplies on passage tothe Uxited Kingdom 
and cargoes off coastof wheat on October 1 
as 1,923,500 quarters, against, 1,528,050 quar- 
ters same time last year. These supplies are 
drawn from California, 1,039,500 quarters, At- 


lantic ports, 354,500; Egypt and _In- 
dia, 196,000; Australasia, 134,500; Black 
Sea,7 101,000; Chili, 98.500. The shipments 


from Atlantic ports to the United Kingdom for 
September were 805,(00 quarters wheat and 
257,000 bags flour, or a weekly average of 201,- 
260 quarters wheat and 64,2950 bags flour, 
against a weekly average of 156,875 wheat and 
73,375 flour for the same month I1s8s80. The 
Miller says: ‘‘Still more satisfactory, from the 
purchasers’ point of view, is the quantity of 
wheat and flour on passage to the United 
Kindom. This, onthe 22d of September last, 
amounted to 2,096,000 qrs of byreadstnffs, 
against only 1,363,200 qurs on the 22d of Sep- 
tember, 1880, a date when prices were several 
shillings lower than they are to-day. In- 
somuch as home deliveries for the next two 
months may be reckoned to be at least equal 
to half our wants, it is clear that this quantity 
on passage should assure us sufliciency for 
over two months ahead.’’ 

A gentieman just returned from Arkansas, 
and a short time previous from a trip down the 
Mississippi to New Orleans, wherein he stopped 
at allthe points of any conseguence along the 


river, journeying into the inte- 
rior from 100 to 150 miles, thus 
giving him an excellent opportunity 


of observing the condition of the cotton crop 
in the South, gives the following as the resuit 
of his observationso Along the river bottoms 
he foundthe staple short, but on the high- 
Jandsitongand good. The whole crop was 


much smullierthan the preceding years. In 
Arkansas the crop was. slightly smaller, 
with a short staple, except in 


some few localities. The planters] have been 
rushing their crop into market, and this is one 
reason for the present low range of prices. The 
principal markets—New York and New Orleans 
—were not alone depressed by free receipts, 
but their dealers held prices down low so as to 
get the cotton ascheap as possible. The re 

ceivers at these points,too, have been advanc- 
ing just aslittie as possible upon the crop, 
and asprovisiors, flour. grain,etc., have been 
high-priced, the planters have been obilized to 
market their crop at the earliest possible time 
in orderto obtain money. Tuis uccounts for 
the large shipments to market so earlvin the 
season. Itis expected by New Orleans dealers 
that these shipments will fall off beavily after 
November 15, and thenor, about December ji 
at t:' e farthest, they look jor a siiff advance in 
price.

INVESTIGATING. : 


The Fire Department and the Man- 
agement of the Collier Fire.

Witnesses Examined Before the Mayor— 
Sweet Words Exchanged. 


Mayor Ewing this morning began his investi- 
gation into the charges of mismanagement on 
the part Of ofticersof the Fire Department of 
the fire at the Collier White Lead Works on 
September 21. Mr. Thomas Richeson, Presi- 
dent of the White Lead Works, and Secretary 
Euston of the same company were present 
torepresent the prosecution. Chief Sexton, 
all the assistant,jand many gentlemen inter- 
ested in the Fire Department were also pre3;- 


ent. Fred Holmes was the only insur- 
ance man _. in- the case. The office 
was filled with gentlemen. The Mayor 


presided, and Secretary Smith had a bundle of 


paper in front of him, ready to make a note of 
any testimony of interest. After everything 
was ready Mr. Richeson explained, in answer 
to some questious regarding ‘‘his witnesses,’’ 
that be did not understand that he was to be 
placed in the attitude of F Ameen prosecutor; 
he thought the Mayor would bave the necessary 
witnesses present; he had informed the Mayor 
that he had several witnesses, citizens who 
had witnessed the fire; he had not given the 
names because he had not been asked for 
them, and had made no effort to trv to have 
them present, as he did not think it was his 
place or duty to subp@na or bring in wit- 
nesses; he had nothing personally against 
Mr. Sexton, and not want 
to be understood as in the attitude of prose- 
cuting Mr. Sexton. 

Mr. sexton was anxious to go on with the in- 
vestigution. A letter from the Mayor to Mr. 
Richeson was read, notifying him to present 
his witnesses. ‘bere were some bitter words 
between Mr. Sexton and Mr. Kicheson in re- 
gard to courting ‘ a full and fair investiga- 
tion’’ and to haviny the investigation post- 
poned. At last it was agreed to go on with the 
examination of the witneszesthere present and 
that witnesses were to be sworn. 

In orderto determine Mr.Richeson's attitade 
in the investigation, Secretary Smith read the 
complaint made by the president of the Collier 
Company. It purported to lay before the 
Ma) or a statement of the management of the 
Collier fire. The engines, it stated, were on 
the ground promptly, and the water sup- 
ply was ample. The danger to the Collier 
Company was not made known 
to ——i the complainant until after the 
first ularm. An assistant chief refused 
to turn on a second alarm without orders from 


the Chief. When the engines got on the 
greund, a single siream could have pre- 


venied the destruction that tollowed. Afrer 
reciting the progress of the conflagration the 
cocumernt wenton tosay that great damage 
hud accrned to complainants and others 
throngh the incompetency of officers of the 
lire Department. 

After this the investigatian began, Mr. 
Thomas Richardson being the first witness 
placed on the stand, 

Mr. Richeson said that about 3 o’clockin the 
afterpoon of the 2ist of Se; t:mber a nan came 
into the office and asked himto tarn onan 
alarm of fire. He ran downto Tenth street 
and over to Walnut. Thefire had then just 
struck the corner of the corroding sheds, sep- 
vrated by a narrow space from tne other build- 
ings. He called the attention of the tiremnen 
toa gateway and alley, through which they 


might have carried a stream and 
saved the prope'ty. The firemen 
paid no attention to him. He again 


1ried to have them get astream on the ware- 
house, Which could have been saved even fif- 
teen miiutes afterwards, butto noavail. He 
thought the fireman he spoke to first was As- 
sistant Shockey. 

Witness explained the progress of the fire on 
a diagram, and showed how, in his opinion, 
the extensive conflagration could have been 
prevented, but notwithstanding the presence 
ef an engine in that vicinity nota drop of wa- 
ter was thrown to save the building. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Sexton, Mr. 
Richeson said he did not remember how long 
it was from the time the fire broke out until 
the first alarin was given. He had stated in 
hiscomplaint that the engines had arrived 
promptiy, but that was merely an hearsay. 
Witness was not a bit excited at the time of the 
tire and thought himselfa fit judge of what 
wes going on, notwithstanding about $100,000 
of his property was in danger. He thought 
himself as cool as Mr. Sexton under such cir- 
cumstances. 

Aiter some questions regarding the progiess 
ot the fire and its degree of heat, Mr. Sexton 
asked ifthe witness could select a better block 
in the city than the Collier White Lead block 
to make a quick and big fire. 

Mr. Richeson—That has nothing to do with 
it. WhatI complain of, Mr. Sexton, is that 
thie engine on Tenth and Clark avenue should 
have sentaline of hose around to the point 
where a stream could have been placed against 
the warehouse. 

Mr. Sexton—Do you know whois foreman of 
the company that was atthe corner of Tenth 
and Clark avenue? 

Mr. R.—1 don't know. 

Mr. S.—Do you know Mr. Rucker, the fore- 
man ofthat company? Isn’t he related to 
you? Aren’t you his uncle? 

‘ Mr. R.—I don’t see what that’s got to do with 


t. 

Mr. 8.—I think it shows that Mr. Rucker 
would be so interested in his uncle’s property 
as te do the best he could. 

Mr. Riche:on insisted that the only com-

Secretary Euston said he was sitting in his 
oftice when the alarm was given, and followed 
Mr. Richeson down to the corner. of Tenth and 
Clark avenue. He found an oflicer at the cor- 
ner who had turnedonanalarm. He asked 
the officer to give another alarm, but the 
officer said he couldn't do it without orders 
from the Fire Department. He made ,this 
sta‘ement to show how quickly the alarm 
had been given, for the officer sent 
it in as soon as he heard the cry 
of fre. When witness noticed the fire the 
flaines had taken hold of aten-foot shed, and 
the firemen wele trying very propeyly to suve 
the row of tenements along Walnut: He asked 
the firemen to throw the stream onthe Collier 
property, butthe men said they were doing 
allthey could, aad sothey Were. Wentupto 
Clark uvenue. Thetire was very hot aiong 
Ninth street then, and witness was one of the 
lastto be-cdiiven awuy by the heat. He saw the 
fire catch over the gate of the Cohir 
pioperty nearthetank room. Witness asked 
the firemen to try and save the Collier proper- 
ty,and one of them remarked that he had bet- 
ter see the Chief. He saw one of the assistant 
chiefs and spoke to him, and they put on a 
new line of hose, aboutforty feet in length, 
and began to play one of their streams on the 
Collier property. 

The assistants having been requested to 
stand up, Mr. Euston pointed out Hester as the 
chief hespoke to. 

Witness, continuing, said that if the line of 
hose lying on Ninth street had been turned on 
the property could have been saved. He un- 
derstood that this line had no stream through 
it because the engine had brokendown. He 
heard also that another engine was wander- 
ing aboutthe locality some time looking for 
its line of hose and at last picked up the line 
belonging to the broken engine. Witness then 
went on to show that the collier 
property could have been saved by taking 
a line of hose into the alley, between Ninth 
and Tenth, or by taking the line from the 
corner of Tenth street and Ciark avenue, 
through a passage, and playing a streamin a 
manner that witness haa suggested to Assist- 
ant Bame. ToMr. Bame, who did as witness 
suggested at about 7 o’clock at night, was due 
the credit of saving whatever property be- 
longing to the Collier Company that es- 
caped - destruction. Un cross-examination 
by Mr. Sexton, Mr. Euston said that when he 
Saw the fire first it was a very small affair, and 
at the time the engines arrived three steamers 
would have been enough to extinguish the 
flames. He did not know who was ee charge 
ofthe fire. Didn’t know that anybody was. 
Didn’t know that Mr. Bame was in charge of 
the fire. Nobody in particular seemed to 
beincharge. Had nothingto say about the 
discipline of the department. 

**All I know about the. discipline of a fire 
department,’’ said Mr. Eusten, ‘‘is that the 
Chief of the fire department should use his 
brains, if be has got any——’’ 

If he has got any,’’’ reiterated the Chief. 
‘*That’s well put.’’ 

‘Yes, and 1 mean just what I say. The 
Chief of the Fire Department should 
use his brainsifhe has any, and see thatfhis 
assistants arejwithin reach and not stationed 
at the wrong end of the iines of a hose. I be- 
lieve the fire chief himself should be where he 
could be found, that they should be more civil 
to citizens and that tiremen ought,to know 
what they are doing when they are atfa fire.’’ 

ber on witness said a man who discover- 
ed the fire when it was burni among some 
straw in the alley had given the alarm, which 
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und. 
womeer Toone said he was on Ninth and Wal- 
nut when the fire was discovered. He turned 
on the alarm two or tbree minutes afterwards 
from the box at the corner of Tenth and Clark 
avenue. At this time the fire was sm all—so 
emall that three or four engines could have 
extinguished it. 

meine cross-examined, witness said that 
when he met Mr. Euston at Tenth and 
Clark avenue the fire was so big that Euston 
wanted a second alarm turned on. The 
ofticer did not turn it on because he could not 
do so without orders from tle Fire Depart- 
ment. : 

David Landrigan, foreman at the Collier 
works, 
was sinall and engines were on the ground. 
The flames had already taken hold of the ten- 
ements on Walnut street and on the Collier 
sheds, and the firemen were fighting them. 
He asked Hester to throw water on the Collier 


property, and Hester said there was 
no danrer, as the wind was 
coming from the south. As witness 


:aw the fire from the east end he thought two 
or three engines would nave been enough to 
put it out. Witness corroborated Mr. Riche- 
son’s statement that a stream from Tenth and 
Clark avenue would have saved the Collier 
warehouses. 

Martin Olmer, an employe of the company 
living at 212 South Tenth, who had a building 
on the rear of the alley that was burned down 
before the Collier warehouse was destroyed, 
and upon which notadrop of water had been 
poured. Witnesses said two streams of water 


could have’ extinguished the flames 
when the engines got there. If 
a stream had been carried up the alley 


the fire might have been put out at once. 

On cross examination witness said when 
his wit? first called his attention to the fire 
two buckets of water would have subcued the 
flames. 

W ater Commissioner Whitman said he was 
present at the Collier fire. From the distribu. 
tion ot pipesin that neighoorhood he should 
imagine that the water supply was sufficient. 
Two plugs at the corner of Eighth and Spruce 
streets bud not been used. 

Being cross-examined by the Fire Chief, Mr. 
Writman ¢xplxined the net work of water 
pipes in the peizhborhood of the fire. There 
was a 20 ineh pipe on Seventh, 
a 10 ineh on Fifth, a 15-inch on 
Clark avenue, a15 inch pipe on Pine and a 20- 
inch pipe on Fourteenth street, connecting 
with 6-inch vistribution pipes onthe remaining 
streets. This was sufficient to supply all the 
engines present at the fire. 

The Chiet put a hypothetic case of seven en- 
gines drawing water from the same pipe, and 
throwing 4,900 gallons a minute, but Mr. Whit- 
wan ssid no such combination was possibie 
with the construction of pipes now existing. 
There was pienty of pressure tor every enginé 
on the ground. He thought there was pienty 
of water. 

The Chief put another case: If Engine No. 
13, atthe corner of Tenth and Market streets 
on the day of the fire, which could not then 
throw a stream as high as a two story house, 
and which notacent of repairs had been put 
upon since, were to be taken outof its shed 
to day and placed at a plug and threw a 


strong and long stream, would 
not the Commissioner be willing 


to concede that this engine had not a supply 
of water on the 2ist., when it failed to throw 
a stream. Witness acknowledged that he 
would; but on the 2lst he saw the plug at 
Tcenth and Market wusting water and the plug 
at Tenth and Walnut street was in the same 
condition, and when a-plug wastes water it is 
the surest possible indication that the engine 
is getting al] the water it wants. 

The Water Commissioner was the last of Mr. 

ticheson’s witnesses forthe day. Chief Sex- 
ton was anxious to adjourn until Mr. Richeson 
was through, butthe Mayor said the investi- 
gation would have to go on, as he was anxious 
to get through withit. Mr. Sexton was ordered 
to cali up his witnesses. The Chief did so, and 
a halt hundred firemen, assistant chiefs, 
newspaper reporters and others stood upand 
were sworn. 

Comptroller Adreon testified that he had his 
attention called by the Mayor to a large vol- 
ume of black smoke rising over the biock on 
which the fire occurred Witness remarked 
that they were alittle late in getting on an 
alarm. Sergeant McGrew made the same re- 
mark, and ran downto Eleventh and Market 
streets toturnon analarm, and would have 
gore so, Only an officer shouted to him 
nottodoso. Witness and the Mayor walked 
down there. No alarm had sounded when they 
reached the scene, and it was then a very large 
tire. In witness’ opinion it was a well-man- 
aged fire. 

Mr. Fred H. Holmes, the insurance man, tes- 
tified that he saw Bame going to the fire 
and followed right after him. When witness got 
to the scenethe fire was burningrapidly. It 
was the most rapid fire witness had ever seen. 
It he had been fire chief he would not have 
tried to save any more of itthan one or two 
brick dwellings on Tenth street. He did not 
think at the time it was possible to save any- 
thing else. He looked upon all the rest of 


the block as doomed from the 
very beginning. In witness’ opin- 
ion the fire was admirably handled 


by the department. It could not have been 
better done. 

Dr. 8S. H. Frazer testified that he was on the 
scene five minutes after the Fire Department, 
when the flames were raging fiercely. He saw 
some engines at work that could not get wa- 
ter. He went to the engineer of No. 15, on the 
corner of Tenth and Clark avenue, 
and told him to shut down, but 
he said if he did so he _ would 
not be able to get a stream again, as the other 
engines would take the water away from him. 
Witness testified to the excellent management 
ofthe fire. 

Mr. Wm. Druhe, lumber merchant on Clark 
avenue, sawthbe fire five minutes after the 
alaim wasturnedon. Thea a huge volume 
of smoke filled the alley, and afterwards he 
saw the flames making forthe oil tanks and 
corroding si.eis Hke a railroad train. He 
thought the fire well managed. 

Mr. Chris. Oberbeck, who was at the fire. 
said he would have done just what the Chief 
had done. Witness had been a fireman from 
his boyhood up. He thoughtthe depsrtment 
aid a good thing in stopping the conflagration 
where they did. 

Mr. John Allen, a carpenter on Walnut 
street, state that he wasin hisshop when he 
heard the people dragging their goods out of 
the dwellings. He wentin through a passage 
way On Ninth street, and afterwards towards 
Clark avenue. He did not know whether an 
alarin had beenturned on. Then the corrod- 
ing sheds bad been taken hol ef by the flames. 
He ran around the block and helped to take 
some women out of the houses on Walnut 
street. This was before the fire apparatus 
bad reaehed the scene. 

It was a big fire before the engines got there. 
The depsrtment did a good thingin stopping 
it wheiethey did. 

Aaron Sutton, bailiff of the School Board, 
testified to the efficient service of the depart- 
ment at the fire. 

Capt. A. C. Hull,a former Chief of the Fire 
Department, said it was the best handled fire 
he ever saw. 


Michael Howard, foreman of Bat- 
ler’s horse-shoe establishinent, said 
the whole alley was on fire 


when the apparatus got there, and the fire was 
well managed. 

Police Commissioner Kinkead said he jump- 
ed off a street car and went to the fire and 
helped around. Hethought the fire boys did 
splendidly. 

Thomas Rucker, foreman of the 15’s, Mich- 
ael Touey of the Skinner truck, and Thos. Fin- 
nerty, foremnan of the 6's, all testified to the 
time they got to the fire and 
to the fuct that it was already far advanced 
w hen they reached the scene. 

Henry Kosenfeid, a citizen, said he saw the 
whole place on fire and the engines on 
Tenth street out of order. Hethoughtthe fire 
had been admirably handled. 

At this point the investigation was adjourned 
until 10 o’clock Wednesday morning. Mr. 
Enston handed the Mayor the following names 
of persons present at the fire who are request- 
edi to come forward andgive their testimony.

A Patient at the City Hospital Hangs 
Himself With a Towel.

George Gregerson, aged 28 years, a patient 
at the City Hospital, committed suicide at 
12:40 to-day by hanging himself in the bath- 
room with arollertowel. There were no wit- 
nesses but Dr. Dean and the private watchman 
of the hospital, who were  ¢€xam- 
ined by Coroner Frank to-day 


Dr. Dean testified as tollows Iam Swuperia- 
tendant of the City Hospital. The deceased 
was brought tothe Hospital October 15, at5:15 
p.m., suffering witha very bad bowel 
complaint and some fever. He appeared to 
be wandering in his mind. On the evening of 
the 16th he appeared better, but seemed to he 
deeply impressed withthe idea that he was 
going to die. He went to patient’s- beds and 
called them to bis bed, inquiring of them 
whetber they thought he was going to die. On 
the morning of the 16th, he asked for a piece 
of paver, which the nurse guve him, and he 
wrote bis father’s address saving ‘‘If anything 
should happento me (I think lam going to 
die soon), this is my father’s address: send 
him word.’ ‘*This was not construed atthe 
time as an intent on his part to injure himself, 
and as he was abletogo all about the wards 
there was no particular necessity for watching 
him. At 12:40 a. m. to-day the night watch- 
man called me,-saying that the man had 
hangec himself. Found deceased lying on the 
floo. of the bath room quite warm, but dead. 
The roller towel, twisted into a cord, was 


hanging on the roller. Deceased was 
admitted by permit’ from No. 509 
South Second street.’" August Danker, the 


Hospital watchman was the first to discover 
the man bangingin the bath-room, He was 
standing with bis knees bended. He took the 
man out of the noose, and called up the Su- 
perintendent. The suicide was very deliber. 
ate, for bad the dee‘ ased straightened his legs 
he could not have hanged himseif, as the 
noose was toolow. The Coroner geve a ver- 
dict of suicide by hanging while temporarily 
aberrated in mind.

A DEATH TRAP, 


John Murdock Crushed to Death at the Old 
Theatre Comique—Other Victims. 


the death traps now standing where the old 
€omique theater used to be, this morning at 
9:30 o’clock closed On some new victim s. 
John Murdock, George Walker and Mike 
Welsh, allinthe employ of Pat Woodlock, 
the stone mason, were at work in the ruins of 
the old theater this morning getting out the 
cut stone sills on the street line. All three of 
these men were surg?ng on crow-bars on one 
of these sills, a very heavy one, ana their work 
wall. A section 
of the wall about twelve feet long and 
two or three wide parted from the 


main building and swung On/the part where it 
was connected at the second story outward 
overthe men. Several bystanders shouted to 
the mento look out, but before they eould 
make themselves understood the shoaer of 
biicks had come down with crushing force, 
Murdock had all the ribs in his left side broken 
and driven in around his heart; his throat was 
also laid open with a brick, and he died almost 


immediately aiter being dragyed out 
of the debris. Georze Walker was 
struck on the head w:th one brick 


and his skull probably fractured, one hip was 
aisiocated and the other leg broken, and the 
spine probablvinjured. ulker was at once 
taken to the City Hospital, where itis not yet 
known whether his injuries will prove fatal or 
not. Mike Weish, the third workman, was in- 
jured very slightiyinthe loins. He was also 
takento the hospital. The dead man was 
about 40 ye: r3 of age. He lived at Twenty- 
second and Scott avenue, and =Ileaves 
a wife and family. His body 
is now at the Morgne, where it will remain 
unti after the inquest. The contractor in 
charge ot the general demolition of the old 
Comique theater claims yet that the building 
is perfectly safe and that it is nonsense for 
the other men at workin the building to be 
aarmed. At the sametime, by a singular co- 
incidence, one of the men is kept outsiae 
warning passers-by to keep out for God’s 
sake. The heavy eighteen-inch wall 
ut the east, which Mr. Brown claims 
is perfectiy safe, sways back and forth witha 
most alarming surge on the Jeast provocation. 
Awan climbing up the rickety outside stair- 
way this morning afterthe accident made the 
who'e structure temble and qnake. As long 
as the east wall remains as it is, the death role 
of the Theatre Comique will not be closed.

THE SOCIAL CANCEK. 


Its Ruinous Effects on Lecent Neighbor- 
hoods—A Notable Damage Suit, - 


The trial of the twenty-five thousand dolla‘ 
damage suit, James Givens against Dr. 
Henry Van Studdiford, was set for to-day in 


Circuit Court No.2. Some interest attaches to 
this case, which has been through all the stages 
of appeal and is now awaiting a second 
trial in the Circuit Court under a jndgment of 
reversal and remand from the Court of Appeals 
subsequently affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
The suit involves the depreciation of rental 
values on account of immoral surroundings. 
In 1867 Mr. Givens purchased a house on Wal- 
nut street neur the southeast corner of Sixth 
street. Dr. Van Studdiford owned a 
house on Sixth street adjoining the rear prem- 
ises of Mr. Givens, which was rentedto women 
of eusy virtue in 1872. The tenants of the Wal- 
nut street property complained of the nuisance, 
and the landlord was notified, with an appeal 
to abate it, but it was not 
done. The neighborhood’s ill-fame 
rapidly developed and the rental value of 
Walnut street property consequentiy depre- 
ciated. The commercial panic in 1873, how- 
ever, caused a general depreciation oi real es- 
tate throughout the city, but at the first trial 
of this suit evidence was offered to show that 
Dr. Van Studdiford’s house was the first in the 
neighborhood to be rented to cyprians. Mr. 
Givens bought the Walnut street house for 
, at trustee’s sale and he 
leased it to a raitroad company for five years 
expiring January, 1873. Afterthatit was va- 
cant for a year and was then rented for eight- 
een months at an annualrentalof $1,800 and 
afterwards become vacant except that the 
laintiff himself occupied a room in it bacause 
he could not get a suitable tenant. The house 
was sold in 1875 for $20 ,000 under 
a mortgage giyen by Mr, Givens, who then 
becamé lessee at a mouthly rent of $150 with 
privilege of purchase for $24,657. The rental 
value of the property was $3,000 per annum in 
former times. Thejury at the former trial 
found a verdict in favor of the defendant, 
whereupon Mr. Givens appeaied. The Ap- 
pellate Ceurt tent the case back for 
a new trial, on account of errors in 
jury instructions, and Dr. Van 
Studdiford took itup tothe Supreme Court, 
where, as an exception, the appellate ruling 
was sustained. The damagesare ciaimed on 
the ground that the property suffered from the 
nuisance on Sixth street created by young wo- 
men conducting themselves imyropeily at the 
windows and doors in full view of the neigh- 
borhood. The case was called up this 
morning in Judge Horner’s court, when Col. 
Slayback, representing Dr. Van Studdford, 
stated that Marcus A. Wolff, an important 
witness, was attending the bedside -of his 
brother, George Wolff, who wasrep rted to be 
dying, and he would not be ready to go to 
trial, but saidthe Colonel: ‘‘We are very 
anxious to dispose of, this matter and 
do not ask a delay longer than necessary. The 
case must be disposed of and the sooner the 
better.’’ Judge Horner re-set the case for 
Wednesday of next week.

A MISHAP AT MERAMEC, 


Five Men Injured by a Collision—One Fa- 
tally Crushed, 


Passenger train No.2, on the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, was due here at 6:10 last evening. 
It was nearly an hour late, and was bowling 
along at a high rate of speed, endeavoring to 
make up some of the lost time. Freight train 
No. 2%, consisting of forty cars and twoen- 
gines, was at Meramec Station, and Conduc- 
tor Ross thought he would run to Kirkwood in 


ndvance of the passenger train, as the time 
seemed amply sufficient. About 6 o’clock 
last evening he ran his train out 
upon the main track, andl was just 
ready to start when No. 2 came thundering 
around the curve. No.2 never stops at Mera- 
mec, and expecting the track clear, Engineer 
Taylor oid not slacken the speed and did not 
discover that the track was occupied in front of 
him until too late. He whistled for brakes, 
reversed hisengine and jumped, as did also 
Fireman Bell. A moment jater his engine had 
collided with the ‘‘pusber’’ on No. 24. and the 
two engines were shapeless masses of splint- 
ered wood and broken iron. The caboose in 
frontoftLe ‘‘pusher’’ was sligitly damage. 
Oniy five persons were injured. Bell, the fire 
man on No. 2, was slightly bruised in jumping 
from the enyine; Harrison, the engineer ot the 
‘*pusher,’’ had his foot badly lacerateid, and 
amputation may be necessary. Koss, the con- 
ductor of the freight traia, was badly bruised, 
but bis injuries arein no way serious. Two 
negroes, who were stealing a ride on the plat- 
form frontof the mail car, however, were 
badly hurt. One bai his head badly erushed 
and cannot possibly recover. The other had 
his leg bruken in two places, but will probably 
survive. Atelegram was sent to Kirkwood 
and the accommodation from that point came 
down at once, and the track is now cleared 
again and the trains running on time. No 
blame is attuched tg any one for the accident, 
and it is very fortunate that it was of a no 
more serious character.
